{oluctely Neceſſary here, could be ſhewed) That; with- 
out which, to any perſon of Maturity, -the Goſpel doth 


no where Promile any of its Benefits, or any of its 


Mercies ; nay, tells us Poſitively, That anleſs we Repent 
we ſhall All likewiſe Periſh, and that no Man with- 
out Holineſs (which ſuppoſes Repentance) ſhall ſee the 
Face of the Lord. And therefore being fo. clear to, 
and undeniable a Truth by, any Chriſtian, I ſhall im- 
mediately fall to make good the Propoſition ſuppoſed 
in the Text; That Reſtstution 15 ſo much a Note of 
true Repentance, that without making it, no Man con- 
cerned to make it, can be Saved; that is, as before, 
That Reſtitution in caſes of Fraud and Injuries, is 1o ne- 
ceffarily a Concomitant of true Repentance, that in 
caſes of Fraud and Injuries, where there is not Reſtitu- 
tiou made to the very Utmoſt of the Defrauding or 
Injurious Perſon's Power, in all Circumſtances that may 
ſignify the Seriouſneſs of his Repentance for his Fraud 
and Injuries : the Fraudulent and Injurious perſon can- 
not be Saved, #. e. muſt be inevitably Damned.

Now; that the: ze of Holy Scripture to I 
this matter, is the ſame, That there can be no; true 
and perfeq Repentance, without Reſtitutron of what 
is [njuriouſly taken or detained, will, I hope, be gran- 
ted, ſufficiently proved, if I can from: it prove, That - 
he that doth-'not' make Reſtitution of, what he- hath 
wrongfully taken away or detained, is Guilty. of tranſ- 
greſſing the whole Law.

It after all this it ſhould be f{aid, That Perternce is 
an inward AQ of the Mind, Reſtitution an outward 
Expiefhion; and that God regardeth the Inwards, and 
lays not ſo much Streſs n___ outward Actions. I'd © 
ask the perſon, Whether he would be ſo Cheated? 
Such a Fool as to believe, that an High-wey Robber 
that takes his Purſe, would by ever ſo much ſolemn 
Declarations of his Sorrow, for the Injury he had done, 
make him believe he were truly Sorry, while he ſaw 
his Parſe in his hand? What God's eſtimate of Peni- 
tency is, we may judge by St. John's calling upon - 
thoſ that came to his Baptiſm, to Bring forth Fruit 
meet for Repentance ; by our Seviowr's declaration, That 
we might know Men by their Fruit; by the Apoſtles 
challenging of the ſincere Believer, which alſo muft 
be a true Penirent, to Shew his Faith by his works. 
Having fo ſhewed, and I hope Convincingly, the 
indiſpenſablenefs of Reſtitution, from injurious Offen- 
ders in general; I come now to repreſent the extent - 
of the Concernment of it; And that as to Perfons, and 
Things, with the meaſures or degrees of Reſtitution, - 
that ought to be made. ' : 

Firſt, as to Perſons, Where the Queſtion is, How far 
this Guilt of not Reftitution, or not Reftoring what is In- 
jurioaſly taken or detained, may extend it"s ſelf ? Whether 
the Guilt dies with the Perſon that did at firit do the In- 
jary, and never made Amends for it, or touches bis Pg- 
fterity, that they become Guilty of it ? And if it do, How 
far, and what obligation of Reſtit"tiown it lays upon 
them ? | 
To which, I thus Anſwer, That, that Declaration - 


Almighty 
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Almighty God made/in-the-Secoud Commandment, That | 
He would Yiſit the Iniquity of the Fathers' upox the Chit- 
aren, 1s very general ; becaule it is to the Children of | | 
all them that hate Him, that is, not only to the Chil- 
dren of them that Worſhip the Hoſt-of Heaven, - as 
ſome-of the Gemtiles did; or anything upon Earth, or © 
the Water under-the Earth, or the'Images of any of 
them; *but ſuch as preferred any thing before Him ; 
'thar Preference of a Thing, being counted an hatred 
.of Him ; becauſe it-ſappoſes an incompetency of Love 
to 'Him. And if fo, ſure to them that gratify their Luft 
or Covetouſneſs, their Pride and Ambition; or any 
'Sin proceeding from them ; or any thing elſe what- 
{oever contrary to God's clear Commands: I ſay, This 
Declaration which' God there made fo general, was ne- 
'ver*abſolutely repealed. In Ezekiel, indeed, we find, 
-That to the Children of 1/rael, that had taken (upon the 
Execution likely of this-part of the Law) up a Pro- 
-verb, that The Fathers had Eaten ſowr Grapes; and that 
"the Childrens Teeth were'ſet on Edge, God promiſes ſome- 
"thing that looks like the Contrary: The Reaſon and Im- 
\ port ' whereof, yet may probably be. this, That the 
- Sins of that Age, . of the Jews were fo great and pro- 
voking, that when God Avenged them'to:the full,: up- 
* . "on" RecollſeCtion, and juſt Examination of -themſelves, 
"they might find no reaſon to think, that there was a-
